_ DOUGLAS, Isle of Man, July 16. 
—Kaye Don, noted automobile rac- 
ing driver, was sentenced today to 
four months in Douglas prison on 
his conviction. Saturday of man-

The mechanic, Francis Tayler, 
was killed on a night practice run 
for a local race when Don’s auto- 
mobile catapulted off the highway 
on a bad turn. Don was seriously 
injured. 

As soon 'as the sentence was 
passed Don was arrested. His at- 
torney gave notice of appeal and 
set out to arrange bail. 

Don’s application for leave to ap- 
peal was granted at a private aft- 
ernoon session and the racer was 
allowed bail, permitting him to 
leave the Isle of Man if he desired 
pending the hearing of the appeal. 

The prosecution charged that 
Don failed to slacken speed for the 
dangerous curve. Testifying, Don 
said he took the car out at Tayler’s 

n. They were preparing

“Round Houses” race. Tayler 
wanted a test of steering gears and 
brakes, Don testified, and failure 
of the car in these respects caused 
the accident.

PILOT ESCAPES, TRIES 
TO SAVE PASSENGERS 


J. C. Steuby Says Machine 
Wouldn’t Climb in Hot 
Air — U. S. Inspector to 
Report on Accident. 


Two young men riding as pas- 
sengers in an unlicensed airplane 
were killed when the ship crashed 
and burst into flames at Steuby 
Airport on Highway 66, a mile west 
of the Meramec River, at 3:20 p. 
m. yesterday. 

They were: Eugene Poertner, 19- 
year-old grocery clerk, and Allan 
C. Walker, 17, also a grocery clerk, 
both of Kirkwood. 

John S. Steuby, 35, transport pilot 
and operator of the airport, who 
was at the controls, escaped seri- 
ous injury. 

The flight had been arranged by 


Poertner to drop prige tickets at a 
picnic of chain store managers and 
their employes at Hollywood 
Beach, on the Meramec. Walker, a 
chum of Poertner, had been helping 
his mother, Mrs. Thomas Walker, 
who conducts a restaurant at the 
airport, and accepted an invitation 
to go along. 

Poertner and Walker got in the 
front cockpin of the ship, an OX- 
Waco biplane. Steuby, in the con- 
trol cockpit back of them, took off. 

“There was little wind and the 
ship would not climb in the hot 
air,” the pilot related later toa 
Post-Dispatch reporter. “We 
skimmed over the road and, as we 
neared some trees about 100 yards 
south of the road, we ran into a 
down draft of hot air and I saw 
that we would not clear. I nosed 
the ship down, but was unable to 
level off for a good landing, due to 
the low altitude and light air. 

Fire Starts in Wreckage. 

“The ship was rather badly 
broken up, but I was able to crawl 
out of the cockpit immediately and 
I went to the boys. Both were ap- 
parently unconscious. The wings 
were wrapped partly over the cock- 
pit, and I had-trouble getting to 
them. Poertner was slumped down 
in the fuselage, and I grabbed Wal- 
ker and tried to get him out. . The 
gas tank had been smashed and 
before I could get the boy free, the 
wreckage burst into flames. I con- 
tinued to tug at him, until the 
flames drove me back.” 


There is no fire fighting equip- 
ment at the airport, except. hand 
extinguishers, which proved inade-, 
quate. Steuby, suffering from shock 
and burns of the arm, refused to 
go to a hospital and was taken to 
his home, 473 South Van Buren ave- 
nue, Kirkwood. Mrs. Walker, busy 
in her restaurant, did not witness 
the crash. The fierce burst of 
flames prevented removal of the 
bodies until a half hour later. 

A. S. Koch, Bureau of Air Com- 
merce inspector, is preparing a re- 
port of the crash. The plane, owned 
by Theodore Stark, was last in- 
spected by a Government represen- 
tative more than a year ago, when 
the last license was issued. The li- 
cense expired last May, and was 
not renewed. / 

Barely Cleared Autos. 

Persons witnessing the crash said 
the plane barely cleared automo- 
biles on the highway, and appeared 
to strike a tree just before nosing 
into the ground. According to wit- 
nesses, Steuby was thrown clear, 
scrambled to his feet and made a 
desperate effort to release the pas-

“It is merely madness, to say that 
any set of our people cannot sit 
down around a table without vio- 
lence or bloodshed.” 

“Strikes,” he declared, “are a nec- 
essary evil, but, like wars, they nev- 
er got anything for anybody—un- 
less it was bloodshed and black 
eyes.” 

Johnson, who addressed many of 
his remarks to members of the Pa- 
cific Coast Advertising Clubs’ Asso- 
ciation earlier, had announced his 
intention of going to San Francisco 
to study the strike situation. 

No Shipping Code. 

Johnson said the controversy 
was due to the fact that the ship- 
ping industry had no code, “and 
hence labor does not retain its in- 
trinsic rights.” 

“Unwillingness of employers to 
sit down at a table with repre- 
sentatives of their workers is a 
relic of economic barbarism,” John- 
son declared. “NRA has set*tled 
five threatened strikes of national 
scope, and while strikes are happi- 
ly no longer NRA babies, Edward 
F. McGrady (assistant Secretary of 
Labor) ha: served well in all this 
strife and I hope you people will 
listen to him—labor can do so with 
pride and profit, and industry can 
depend jon him for justice and 
business-like decision. 

“In promoting the organization 
of industry we retognized that la- 
bor also was entitled to complete 
rights of organization. They were 
not new rights, but were rights re- 
asserted in the statute, and at the 
seat of trouble out here is the fact 
that, due to cross currents, the 
shipping industry has no code and 
hence labor does not retain its in- 
trinsic rights.” 

Interprets Section 7A. 

Discussing the National Recovery 
Act, Johnson said: 

“I have been especially requested 
to clarify Section 7A. I always 
thought it as clear as words can 
make it. 

“The specific question that was 
put to me is whether 7A requires 
or forbids a closed shop contract. 
It does neither, and a closed shop 
contract under a code would not be 
illegal, but in the opinion of.Don- 
ald Richberg, our general counsel, 
and in my own opinion, when an 
' employer comes to enforce his 
closed shop agreement by requiring 
as a condition of employment that 
a man join a particular union not 
of the man’s own choosing, the em- 
ployer would by that act be violat- 
ing Section 7A. 

“In saying this I am not inter- 
preting the written words of that 
statute and not expressing any 
opinion on the merits of closed 
shop agreements.” 

Denies Criticising Governor. 

Johnson declared the good of 
NRA will “survive and become en- 
trenche@in our: American fabric,” 
and that industries and the public 
must help carry the burden of 
“making industrial compacts work.” 

Before making his address John- 
son denied he said it was “poor 
policy” for the Governor of: Cali- 
fornia to call out.troops. » 

“It isn’t any of my damn busi- 
ness\what the Governor did,” he de- 
clared. “All I saw was, ‘It’s dan- 
gerous to put a gun in the hands 
of an amateur soldier for he some 
times gets to wobbling and won- 
dering what to do.’”

WASHINGTON, July 16—The 
Government paid out about $4,500,- 
000,000 in emergency funds in the 
last fiscal year, but part of it will 
come back. How much will be re- 
‘turned is a debated point. 

The best avafiable figures indicate 
that about $2,000,000,000 was used 
for loans and Federal credit projects 
and in other channels where it re- 
mains—ostensibly at least—an as- 
set. : 

The rest of the $4,500,000,000 has 
been paid out with no strings at- 
tached, for emergency relief, civil 
works, civilian conservation activi- 
ties, highways, hog purchasing and 
other Ayelfare enterprises.

BAR COMMITTEE FOR 
ADMINISTRATIVE COURT 


Wants It to Take Over Judicial 
Functions of Governmental 
Agencies, 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 16.—A Fed- 
eral administrative court which 
would take over the judicial func- 
tions of Government agencies, leav- 
ing their legislative and executive 
powers intact, is recommended in 
a report to the American Bar Asso- 
ciation by its special committee on 
administrative law. 

In urging a divorce of the func- 
tions, it asserted that “it is not go- 
ing to far to state that the judicial 
branch of the Federal Government 
is being rapidly and seriously unde- 
termined.” 

The administrative agencies re- 
ferred to include the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, the Nation- 
al Recovery Administration, the 
Agricultural Adjustment Adminis- 
tration, the Federal Trade Commis- 
sion and many others. 

The committee sharply criticised 
what it called “a maze of conflict- 
ing and overlapping agencies” set 
up by the Roosevelt administration. 

Pointing out that Mr. Roosevelt 
by executive order had set up 13 
fagencies and four corporations, the 
committee recommended that so- 
called independent commissions be 
abolished and their legislative and 
executive functions transferred to 
some executive department of the 
Government. It suggested that no 
new independent commission be 
created. 

In the matter of establishing an 
administrative court the committee 
urged that if it did not prove fea- 
sible the judicial functions of these 
agencies be placed in an “appropri- 
ate” number of independent tribun- 
als modeled after the Board of Tax 
Appeals.. It added: “When ju- 
dicial power is combined with 
executive or legislative power, a 
maxim fundamental to the admin- 
istration of justice is disregarded, 
that a man should not be permitted 
to adjudge his own case. When an 
administrative tribunal is charged 
with investigation of alleged viola- 
tions of the law or of its own regu- 
lations, and with the preparation 
and conduct (through its own attor- 
neys) of the very proceedings. on 
which it sits in judgment and 
{again through its own attorneys) 
with the defense of its own deci- 
sions on appeal, it is doing exactly 
what. the experience of ages has 
demonstrated to be unwise and, in- 
deed, unworkable.” 

The committee in its study also 
found that appointments to  ad- 
ministrative agencies were too gen- 
erally classed as patronage and “it 
is to be feared, the decisions of 
some of them are occasionally dealt 
‘with as a form of patronage.” 

“It is not easy,” it said, “to main- 
tain judicial independence or high 
standards of judicial conduct when 
‘a politidal sword of Damocles con- 
tinually’ threatens thé judge's 
source of livelihood.”

Second Benefit Allotment 
of 9 Cents a Bushel Will 
Bring Total to $97,000,- 
000.

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Pay- 
ment of an additional $30,000,000 to 


wheat farmers of the nation began 


yesterday with the mailing of 
checks totaling $1258. 


This outlay, the first installment 
of which went to 58 producers in 
Rallis Ccnty, Mo., consists of sec- 
ond benefit payments of 9 cents a 
bushel on each farmer’s domestic 
allotment. It will bring the total 
of 1934 wheat expenditures to about 
$97,000,000. Farmers previously had 
received $67,073,788 in first benefits 
of 20 cents a bushel. 

When payments are completed 
577,000 growers who agreed to re- 
tire 7,500,000 acres of wheat land 
from production, will have received 
benefits varying from $50 to $500. 

The wheat contracts in Mlinois 
number 24,144. The first payment 
was $1,696,903, and the second is es- 
timated at $769,000. 

The Missouri contracts number 
16,350. First payments totaled §i,- 
048,220, and the second are esti- 
mated $547,000. 


Drouth Cuts Crop. 


George E. Farrell, chief of the 
wheat section, said the curtailment 
program, plus drouth damage, had 
reduced the domestic carryover 
“from its former staggering ize 
of 389,000,000 bushels to about 260,- 
000,000 bushels.” 

During the last year, he said, 
farmers have received average 
prices plus benefit payments which 
brought their returns near to 
parity and had saved working cap- 
ital totating $22,500,000 on the aver- 
age they retired from production. 

The 1933 wheat crop of 527,000,- 
000 bushels had a farm value of 
$357,525,000, not counting benefit 
payments, while the 726,000,000 
bushel crop in 1932 had a farm 
value of $238,305,000, he declared. 

“In other words,” he said, “200,- 
000,000 bushels less wheat was 
worth $119,000,000 more, and, in- 
cluding benefit payments, $217,000,- 
000 more than the 1932 crop.” 


77 Pct. Under Control. 


Farmers carried out their part 
of the 1934 program through 1400 
production control associations in 
1728 counties and placed 77 per 
cent of the nation’s wheat produc- 
tion under control. 

“The intelligent manner in which 
they carried out the program,” he 
said, “is illustrated by the fact that 
of the 500,000 contracts signed, only 
2800 remain unsettled, and most of 
these are unsettled because of some 
unforeseen circumstances, or legal 
complication.”

Processing Tax Collections. 


The wheat program had achieved 
the goal of financing itself from 
the wheat processing tax of 30 
cents a bushel, he added. 

The final total collection of taxes 
was estimated at $133,400,000, ‘of 
which, $106,602,000 had been collect- 
éd June 1, leaving a collectable bal- 
ance of $26,798,000. From these col- 
lections, $25,400,000 was set aside for 
refunding of $13,400,000 in floor 
stock taxes, taxes on relief wheat 
and export drawbacks when the 
program closes. 

About $6,500,000 was used to 
finance the exporting of 26,000,000 
bushels of wheat under the export 
subsidy and $3,612,800 went for ad- 
ministrative expenses. About $1,- 
800,000 of the latter was spent in 
the various wheat states.

Twelve thousand longshoremen in 
all coast parts started it when they 
walked out demanding union recog- 
nition, control of employment, a 
shorter work week and a pay in- 
crease from 85 cents to a dollar an 
hour. They are willing to arbitrate 
all questions except employment 
control (closed shop), on which they 
are again balloting. 

For more than two months they 
have been joined by 15,000 maritime 
workers—sailors, ship stewards, 
cooks, officers, engineers and en- 
gine room crews. Their demands 
are similar to those of the dock 
workers. They are willing to ar- 
bitrate, but employers question 
whether the unions represent the 
men.

As he lay down before the door, 
Masterson said, he heard the clock 
strike 10.

As I got up, it was forced 
open, and a shot was fired. 


Thought Raiders Were Gangsters. 

“I slammed the door. I thought 
the men there were gangsters, look- 
ing for somebody else. I knew I 
hadn't done anything that would 
make anybody want to shoot me. 
As I stepped back—Bam! , Bam! 
(He stood and threw. up his hands 
to emphasize his words). Two more 
shots were fired through the door. 

“Someone yelled out, ‘Come on out 
of there!’

WASHINGTON, July 16.—Sharp 
eondemnation of the abuses which 
victimized the average investor dur- 
ing the period of unrestricted snecu- 
lation featured the first report of 
the Senate Banking and Currency 
Committee, made public today. 

Federal regulation by the new 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion, created as a result of the com- 
mittee’s investigation, was termed 
in the report “the most important 
defense yet erected against the 
forces of prostration and despair 
which sprang full-armed from the 
debacle of October, 1929.” 

Under “wise and proper adminis- 
tration” by this commission, the new 
Federal laws should restore the con- 
fidence of the investing public and 


“eradicate those fundamental and7quirements of national life, 


far-reaching abuses which contain 
stroying the security exchanges,” 
the report predicted. 


Reference to Kennedy Pool. 

A pool participated in by Joseph 
P. Kennedy, now chairman of the 
Stock Exchange Control Commis- 
sion, was cited in the report which 
severely condemned such  activi- 
ties. 

This pool was in shares of the 
Libby-Owens-Ford Glass Co. Ken- 
nedy and his colleagues, evidence 
before the committee revealed, prof- 
ited to the extent of $395,000. Pools 
now are forbidden by the Stock 
Exchange control law. 

The report pointed out that the 
glass company pool “was material- 
ly aided by a popular delusion that 
that company was engaged in man- 
ufacturing glass bottles and was 
therefore to be classified as a re- 
peal stock, whereas in fact it made 
no bottles and its business was in 
no way enhanced by the repeal of 
prohibition.” 

Heavy Toll of Brokers. 

The committee disclosed in the re- 
port for the first time the “stagger- 
ing” cost to the public of maintain- 
ing the securities markets. 

Commissions and interest re- 
ceived by members of 29 organized 
exchanges between Jan. 1, 1928 and 
Aug. 31, 1933 totaled $1,975,000,090. 
The report declared the $74,000,- 
000,000 shrinkage in security values, 
wholesale closing of banks, drastic 
curtailment of credit, growth of un- 
employment and the increase in 
bankruptcy, poverty and distress, 
all must be considered in comput- 
ing the ultimate cost to the country 
of the speculative debacle. 
Speculators “Doomed to Loss.” 
Margin purchasing, or “specula- 
tion in securities with borrowed 
money,” was one of the major

Chamber of Commerce 
Group Hints New Taxes 
May Be Necessary as Re- 
sult of Borrowings.

WASHINGTON, July 16. — The 
nation’s business men were told 
today by the Chamber of Commerce 
of the United States that, despite 
expressed presidential hopes, any 
balancing of the budget before 1937 
appeared “doubtful.”

It represented a partial reversal of 
the chamber’s stand as given at the 
time Mr. Roosevelt’s budget mes- 
sage was presented to Congress.

“Federal expenditures are sharp- 
ly emerging as one of the most out- 
standing questions of the present 
time, if indeed it is not the most 
important.”

16.—About 1000 members of the 
student societies of Goettingen Uni- 
versity clashed violently today with 
Nazi students in defense of the an- 
cient rights and organizations. 

After a fiery meeting at the town 
hall, the student cociety members 
fought against a deluge of Hitler- 
ite youths. Hoses played on the 
comba.ants by the fire department 
failed to stop the fight but police 
finally -estored order. 

The incident was viewed as sig- 
nifica.: as the first open revolt 
among students, most of. whom 
have been supporters of the Nazi 
movement from its earliest days. 
The student societies were protest- 
ing against the wholesale dissolu- 
tion of their societies and th~ con- 
version of their houses into student 
barracks as part of the Nazi pro- 
gram. 

Ten ringleaders in the rebellion 
were arrested, charged with 
“breach of the peace and incite- 
ment to revolt.” 

Two societies were suspended un- 
til further notice by the univer- 
sity president, acting under pres- 
sure of the Nazi-conducted stu-~- 
dents’ federation.

Acting-Governor Merriam of Cali- 
fornia puts it very mildly: “I don’t 
believe any group of men, 
less of cause, are justified in de 
priving men, women and children 
of necessary sustenance which, if 
continued, would result in epidem- 
ics. 


Miss Perkins, Secretary of Labor, 
in constant touch by telephone with 
San Francisco, tells the President 
by radio to his battleship every- 
thing that happens. Public offi- 
cials, unnamed, say “the Federal 
Government has no power to stop 
men from striking.” 

General strikes as a rule have not 
succeeded. British workers in the 
general strike of 1926 failed to 
paralyze the nation’s business. The 
British strike of coal miners was 
more successful, It lasted seven 
months. The British coal industry 
has been in collapse and the ma- 
jority of British coal miners have 
been on the dole ever since. 

Apparently some better plan than 
the strike might have been devised.

N SOME of the old Shinto tem- 
| pies of Japan, so .a letter tells 

me, there is a single piece of fur- 
niture—it is a mirror!
